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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded 
hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01 . 

The amendments to the specifications have been considered; however, they are not 
considered to overcome the previous objection to the specification. The amendment is 
considered to provide the same result as the un-amended version with merely a format change. 
The overall outcome is still considered an attempt to enable access to references via a website. 
However, there is no way to determine if the website will remain the same or even remain active 
during the expected lifetime of the application. Therefore, each reference is expected to be 
removed from the present application. 

2. The applicant's arguments have been considered; however, they do not 
overcome the previous rejections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 7-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Narayan et al., as indicated in the previous action. 

The applicant indicates that Narayan provides no indication that a library's 
cell names are to be replaced; however, the last paragraph of Narayan's abstract 
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discusses classes of functions (library) and indicates in the first paragraph that 
means are provided for making function representations more compact (via 
replacing variable names, see paragraphs 4 and 5 of section 2). The applicant's cell 
names are a plurality of input signals, as indicated in the wherein phrase of claim 1 
and the features specified above and in the previous action also correspond to input 
signals. Therefore, the claimed features are taught by Narayan. Narayan further 
indicates that his system provides for solving various CAD problems 
(manufacturing of IC's) and the last two paragraphs of section 2 and the last two 
paragraphs of section 3.2.1 provides for a circuit inputs via a balanced tree (cells), 
which provides for parallel implementation via various nodes (also cells, see 
section 4.3). 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

5. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Narayan et al. in view of the applicant's choice of utilizing a different order for replacing 
names, as cited in the previous action. The applicant also indicates that Narayan does 
not provide for multiple renamed data; however, see the second paragraph of 
paragraph 2 and the last two paragraphs of section 3. Also, see the first paragraph 
of sections 3.2.3 and section 5.1.
